LATE  CROP  NEWS 

Weather  conditions  in  Europe  for  the  week  ending  May  5  showed  improve- 
ment, according  to  a  cable  from  Agri cultural  Commissioner  Haas  at  Berlin.  Light 
rain  improved  conditions  in  south  and  southeastern  Europe.     Showers  were  exper- 
ienced over  part  of  Prance,  western  Germany,  Czechoslovakia  and  Poland,  but  in 
other  parts  the  weather  was  clear  with  rising  temperature,  which  rose  to  above 
normal  at  the  end  of  the  week.     Field  work  was  in  full  swing  in  the  greater  part 
of  Russia  including  western  Siberia  during  the  last  ten  days  of  April.  Spring 
sowings  are  in  progress  in  the  Ukraine,     The  growing  crops  in  Ukraine  and  North- 
ern Caucasus  are  in  fairly  good  condition  even  though  cold  weather  with  consid- 
erable rain  was  experienced  in  April.     Cold  weather  has  retarded  the  field  work 
in  white  Russia.     The  winter  cereals  ore  late  for  the  season  and  slightly  below 
average.     Conditions  of  the  crop  in  the  Volga  regions  are  below  average.  Soil 
moisture  throughout  Russia  is  considered  generally  sufficient.

Hamburg  1-ard  Braces  for  the  weak  .ending  May  4  showed  a  marked  increase 
over  quotations  for  the  preceding  week.     Tne  price  of  $14.54  per  100  pounds 
was,  however,  considerably  below  the  quotation  for  the  corresponding  date  last 
year.     The  price  of  hogs  at  Berlin  was  $11.49  per  100  pounds  as  compared  with 
515.64  for  the  week  ending  May  5,  1926.     See  page  651. 

Business  in  wool  toes  at  Bradford  for  the  week  ending  May  6  was  weak, 
and  merchants  arc  awaiting  the  results  of  the  London  sales,  according  to  a 
cablegram^  from  Consul  Thompson  at  Bradford,     There  is  little  new  business  in 
rarn  but  the  output  of  crossbred  yarn  for  Germany  has  been  maintained  at  a 
steady  rate.     The  demand  for  carpet  yarn  is  improving.' 
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WHEAT  AND  RYE 

Reports  to  date  indicate  good  wheat  crops  in  ir.ost  countries  of  the 
Northern  Hemisphere  for  19-7.     Present  indications  are  "better  than  they 
were  at  this  time  last  year.     The  acreage  so  far  reported  is  slightly  above 
last  year.     Conditions  may  change  radically,  of  course,  between  now  and 
harvest  time  and  the  final  return  be  quite  different  from  what  present 
conditions  indicate. 

European  weather  for  the  week  ending  May  5  is  reported  by  Agricul- 
tural Commissioner  Haas  as  generally  improved.  Light  rains  improved  con- 
ditions in  Southern  and  Southeastern  Europe,  April  weather  hindered  crop 
developments  in  Bavaria  cuasing  a  slight  change  in  condition. 

Seeding  is  in  full  swing  in  Russia.     In  some  parts  rain  and  cold 
weather  retarded  developments  of  the  crop  in  April.     In  South  Russia  at 
the  end  of  April  the  condition  of  the  croos  was  fairly  good  except  in  the 
Volga  region.     Soil  moisture  is  generally  reported  sufficient  in  Russia  but 
growing  rains  are  needed  in  some  parts  of  Russia  and  Rumania. 

Seeding  preparations  in  Canada. 

The  acreage  prepared  for  all  crops  in  the  Prairie  Provinces  of  Canada 
as  reported  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  shows  a  substantial  increase 
over  last  year,  being  15,37^,263  acres  as  compared  with  I3,3b3,b71  acres  for 
1926.     Ultimate  acreage  will  depend  on  the  spring  plowing.     The  largest  in- 
crease of  acreage  prepared  is  in  Alberta  which  shows  an  increase  of  M-1.9  per 
cent.    There  is  an  increase  of  335,000  acres  of  land  under  summer  fallow,  a 
significant  fact  in  that  previous  harvests  have  shown  summer  fallow  land 
better  able  to  withstand  drought  than  new  breaking  or  fall  plowed  land. 
Throughout  the  west  conditions  are  satisfactory  and  although  the  spring  is 
late  the  excellent  moisture  conditions  of  the  soil  will  insure  rapid  growth 
once  the  seed  is  put  in,  the  same  report  states,     In  practically  all  dis- 
tricts the  moisture  is  sufficient  to  carry  the  crops  along  until  at  least 
the  beginning  of  June.     Wheat  seeding  was  reported  to  be  general  throughout 
the  Prairie  Provinces  the  latter  part  of  the  week  ending  April  30  and  the 
early  part  of  the  first  week  in  May.    Last  year  the  seeding  was  general 
from  about  April  10  to  April  21.  .  The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  also  reports 
that  the  winter  wheat  and  rye  crops  have  apparently  come  through  the  winter 
in  good  condition.  Consul  Winslow  of  Winnipeg  reports  that  no  increase  in  the 
wheat  area  of  Manitoba  is  expected.     The  Canadian  situation  will  be  treated 
in  greater  detail  in  the  next  issue. 
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A  delay  of  spring  work  is  reported  in  North  Caucasus,  an  important 
grain  producing  and  grain  exporting  region  of  Soviet  Russia,  according  oo 
Economic  Life,    An  increase  is  expected,  however,' -'in  the  area  sown  to  crops 
for  the  1927  harvest  as  compared  with  1926,  wheat  being  the  most  important 
crop.     A  more  detailed  statement  appears  on  page  648, 

Wheat  planting  in  Northern  Kiangsu,  an  important  wheat  province  of 
China,  was  seriously  delayed  "by  the  wet  autumn.     Practically  the  whole  crop 
was  planted  late,     Perhaps  as  much  as  one-fourth  of  the  area  was  left  un- 
planted  hut  it  was  expected  that  part  of  it  would  he  sown  in  February,  ^  The 
continual  freezing  and  thawing  during  the  winter  is  thought  to  have  injured 
the  crop.

Exports  of  wheat  and  wheat  flour  in  terms  of  wheat  from  the  United 
States  for  the  week  ending  April  30  amounted  to  5,240,000  bushels  making 
a  total  of  195,680,000  bushels  since  July  1,  1926.     Net  exports  for  the 
season  are  183,812,000  bushels.     Although  exports  for  the  week  ending 
April  30  were  lower  than  for  the  previous  week,  they  were  above  the  average 
of  about  3,000,000  bushels  maintained  for  the  past  three  months. 

Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada 
on  April  29  were  61,985,000  bushels  as  compared  with  82,584,000  bushels  a 
year  ago.     During  the  week,  7,006,000  bushels  of  wheat  were  received  and 
11,-180,000  bushels  were  shipped  from  Port  w'illiam~Port  Arthur.     Lake  ship- 
ments for  the  week  totaled  11,402,000  bushels,  compared  with  19,725,000 
the  preceding  week.

During  the  two  weeks  ending  April  29  the  cash  prices  of  wheat  have 
shown  a  strong  upward  trend,     Eor  the  week  ending  April  29  the  general 
average  of  cash  prices  on  the  five  principal  United"  States  markets  ad- 
vanced ^  one  cent  from  $1,34  as  compared  with  prices  a  week  before.     No.  2 
hard  winter  and  No.  1  dark  northern  spring  each  advanced  two  cents  and  No. 
2  soft  red  winter  four  cents  while  N0.  2  amber  durum  dropped  five  cents, 
which  is  the  lowest  price  for  this  grade  since  the  week  ending  October  15. 
53ais  price  ($1.49)  is  two  cents  below  the  price  for  the  same  week  a  year 
ago.     Cash  wheat -prices  have  shown  considerable  strength  since  April  29, 
The  spread  between  Minneapolis  and  Winnipeg  cash  prices  remains  at  7  cents 
in  favor  of  Winnipeg. 

Futures  prices  have  increased  materially  since  *he  week  ending  April 
28.  _  Cable  reports  of  active  demand  for  consumption,  unfavorable  weather  con- 
ditions in  the  northwest,  active  buying  for  local  account  with  good  Cana- 
dian and  fair  American  export  business  are  contributing  factors  in  this 
show  of  strength  in  futures.     On  May  3,  futures  were  up  from  3-5/8  cents  at 
Kansas  City  to  six  cents  at  Chicago,  with  Kansas  City,  Liverpool  and  Winne- 
peg  futures  up  four,  five  and  5-5/8  cents  respectively  as  compared  with  the 
same  day  a  week  previous.     While  July  futures  were  up  also,  they  did  not 
show  as  much  increase  as  May,     Tney  ranged  from  3  cents  up  at  Kansas  City 
to  5-1/4  cents  at  Winnipeg  with  Chicago  futures  up  3-1/2  cents,  Minneapolis 
3-3/8,  and  Liverpool  4-5/8  cents.     At  this  time  (May  3)  there  is  a  spread 
of  18-7/8  cents  in  favor  of  Liverpool  between  Chicago  and  Liverpool  May 
futures  compared  with  12-3/8  cents  last  year.     The  spread  between  July 
futures  is  now  21-1/8  cents  compared  with  28  cents  last  year.

CORN 

The^Argentine  Minister  of  Agriculture  estimates  this  year's  corn 
crop  at  29d,000,000  bushels  as  compared  with  280,000,000  bushels  harvested 
last  -  year.  .  Even  some  of  the  late  sown  crop  which  had  been  considered  a 
partial  failure  is  turning  out  better  than  expected,  while  the  early  sown, 
which  constitutes  75  to  80  per  cent  of  the  crop,  is  all  good.     The  quality 
is  good  and  it  is  also  expected  that  the  quality  will  not  be  allowed  to 
deteriorate  so  much,  as  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  sheds  and  barns  on  farms. 


In  South  Africa,  according  to  a  report  dated  April  1,   the  earlier 
plantings  of  corn  suffered  much  more  from  drought  than  the  later  plantings, 
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some  of  which  may  not  mature  into  a  g'Odd  crop,     The  final  threshing  results 
will  depend  largely  on  frosts  and  late  weather  conditions,     The  official  fore- 
cast of  the  corn  crop  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa  is  estimated  at  more  than 
68,000,000  bushels,  which  is  over  26,500,000  "bushels  more  than  the  nearly 
38,910,000  bushel  production  of  last  year,  but  nearly  13,000,000  bushels 
less  than  the  record  crop  of  1924-25,     Tills  production  forecast  indicates 
a  probable  exportable  surplus  of  some  20,000,000  'too  30,000,000  bushels. 
Done s tic  requirements  for  the  past  five  years  have  averaged  about  38,000 >000 
bushels..    Prom  the  1922-23  crop  which  was  about  the  same  as  the  forecast  for 
this  year,  exports  amounted  to  21,  "782,000  bushels,  while  from  the  record  crop 
of  86,000,000  bushels  in  1924-25  exports  amounted  to  38,594,000  bushels, 

Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States  for  the  ten  months  since  July 
1  have  amounted  to  about  14,900,000  bushels,  as  compared  with  19,400,000 
bushels  last  year.     More  corn  has  been  exported  than  in  1924-25,  but  less 
than  in  any  other  season  for  twelve  years.    About  1,100,000  bushels  went  out 
during  the  month  of  April.,  as  compared  with  2,000,000  bushels  in  April  last 
year. 

Stocks  of  the  old  corn  crop  were  small  throughout  Europe  during  the 
e^rly  port  of  April,  according  to  Vice  Consul  D*vi&:  McK,  Key  at  Antwerp, 
There  was  an  improvement  in  Belgium  in  the  domestic  demand  for  corn,  and  also 
a  strong  demand  for  export  corn,  which  was  shipped  to  Spain,  Portugal,  and 
the  Netherlands, 

BAR.  LEY 

Spring  barley  was  sown  early  in  Hungary  this  year,  according  to  Con- 
sul General  William  H,  Gale,     By  the  middle  of  April  it  had  already  sprouted 
and  was  growing  well,  while  the  late  sown  b-rley 'was  just  sprouting,  The 
autom barley  had  recovered  from  damage  from  freezing,  and  had  started  a 
strong  development, 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  United  Stages  for  the  ten  months  since 
July  1  have  amounted  to  14,200,000  bushels  as  compared  with  about  23,600,000 
bushels  last  year,  and  21,400,000  the  year  before.     With  the  exception  of 
the  1923-24  exports,   those  of  the  present  season  have  been  the  smallest  for 
the  last  decade. 

Hie  demand  for  barley  in  Belgium  e.^rly  in  April  continued  strong, 
according  to  Vice  Consul  Key,  and  nearly  all  available  stocks  had  been~dis- 
posed  of  at  that  time. 

OATS 


Early  sown. oats  in  Hungary  had  sprouted  by  the  middle  of  April,  and 
were  developing  well  under  the  favorable  weather,  according  to  Consul  General 
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William  H,  Gale  at  Budapest,  Late  sowings  were  just  sprouting,  while  in  some 
districts  sowing  was  still  in  progress. 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  Unit  3d  Status  for  the  ten  months  from  July  1 
to  April  30  have  ho en  only  4,500,000  buehsis,  as  compared  with  25,000,000 
"bushels  last  year,  end  10,400,000  the  year  "before.     in  that  year,  however, 
6, 333 - 0 CO  "bushels  went  out  during  May  and  June.     This  season's  exports  have 
"been  the  smallest  for  more  than  ten  years.     Ihe  imports  of  oats  into  the 
United  States  both  this  year  and  last  have  been  almost  negligible,  amounting 
to  only  84,000  bushels  through  March  this  year,  and  only  185,000  bushels  for 
the  whole  of  last  year. 

It  is  believed  that  seed  oats  are  sufficiently  plentiful  in  Alberta 
for  seeding  the  new  crop,  in  spite  of  a  short  crop  of  seeding  quality  last 
year,     It  was  good  enough  in  the  Peace  River  and  Grand  Prairie  districts  to 
supply  seed  not  only  for  those  districts  but  probably  for  the  rest  of  the 
province  as  well. 


COTTON 

Weather  conditions  were  on  the  whole  favorable  to  the  cotton  crop 
in  Egypt  up  to  the  middle  of  April,  according  to  trade  reports,     Sowing  was 
completed  in  all  sections,  germination  was  good  and  very  little  re  sowing 
was  necessary.     The  water  supply  has  been  abundant  in  all  sections.  Accord- 
ing to  all  reports,    the  acreage  restriction  law  seems  to  have  been  strictly 
enforced  although  there  have  been  some  exceptions.     Private  estimates  of  re- 
duction in  acreage  range  from  15  to  25  per  cent. 

The  Brazilian  Me terologicai  Service  reported  that  the  weather  in 
the  cotton  growing  zones  was  tjarm,  with  slight  rains,  according  to  a  report 
from  Consul  Claude  I.   Paw  son  at  Rio  do  Janeiro,  %ted  April  7,     The  crop  in 
general  is  reported  to  be  in  good  condition,     Planting  has  commenced  in 
northeastern  Brazil. 

Cotton  acreage  has  been  reduced  this  spring  in  the  Torreon  consular 
district  of  Mexico  because  of  lev  prices  obtained  for  the  19-35  crop .  according 
to  a  report  dated  April  3.4  from  Consul  Win*  I.  Jachson  at  Torreon,     This  dis- 
trict includes  the  Laguna.  District  which  is  one  of  the  most  important  cotton 
growing  sections  of  Mexico.     Farmers  in  this  section  have  planted  to  wheat 
much  of  their  land  formerly  devoted  to  cotton,  believing  that  wheat  will  bring 
-them  more  profit.     The  low  cotton  prices  of  the  present  season  were  disastrous 
to  the  district.     Cost  of  production  of  cotton  is  considerably  heavier  than 
in  the  United  States,  the  Consul  says,  due  to  irrigation,  extra,  cultivation, 
high  cost  of  implements,  costly  pumping  plants,  ^nd  high  interest  rates  of 
l-l/ 2  per  cent  per  month  or  more  on  money  loaned  to  farmers.     See  production 
summary  table  on  page  G5C.

Some  rains  have  fallen  in  scattered  sections  in  Cuba  "but  not  in  suf* 
ficient  quantities  to  relieve  the  prevailing  drought  to  any  extent,  according 
to  a  trade  report  of  April  25,     At  that  date  only  64  centrals  were  reported 
still  at  work  as  compared  with  156  last  year  and  181  in  1925.     Total  produc- 
tion up  to  April  23  as  reported  by  Willett  and  G-ray  amounted  to  4,749,000 
short  tons  as  compared  with  4,741,675  short  tons  produced  to  the  same  date 
in  1926.     Stocks  continue  high,     On  April  28  there  were  3,123,654  short  tons 
at  all  points  of  the  island  as  compared  with  2,814,217  short  tons  at  the  sam$ 
date  last  year.

Checho- 
slovakia reports  that  only  about  20  to  25  per  cent  of  the  anticipated  b$et 
acreage -has  been  sown  so  far  in  Bohemia  and  Central  Moravia.     Southern  i/bravia 
and  Slovakia  have  sown  only  50  to  60  per  cent,  whereas  last  year  at  the  eape 
date  the  sowings  had  been  completed.

NEW  ZEALAND  MEAT  EXPORT  SITUATION:     From  November  1,  1926  to  February 
28,  1927  more  sheep  and  hogs  have  been  slaughtered  in  New  Zealand  for  ex?orJ 
than  during  the  same  period  of  1925-26,     Cattle  slaughter,  on  the  other  hand, 
shows  a  reduction  of  72  per  cent  from  65,440  to  18,170  quarters.     Exports  of 
-"beef  for  the  same  period  has  also  declined  from  191,050  to  12,080  quarters. 
The  quantity  in  store  and  loaded  hut  not  departed  on  February  28,  1927  was 
only  14,680  quarters  compared  with  53,510  in  1926  at  the  same  date  last  year. 
Lamh  slaughter  for  the  period  mentioned  amounted  to  2,759,430  carcases 

compared  with  2,599,320  in  the  corresponding  months  of  1925-26,  an  increase 
of  6  per  cent.     Exports  of  lamh  also  increased  206,886  carcases  or  17  per 
cent.     The  number  of  lamb  carcases  in  store  and  loaded  but  not  departed  on 
February  28,  1927  was  1,351,760  carcases  compared  with  1,497,550  at  the  same 
date  of  1926.    Hog  slaughtering  for  export  increased  greatly  during  the 
first  four  months  of  this  season  from  19,135  to  45,515  or  over  100  per  cent. 

AUSTRALIAN  WOOL  SITUATION  AT  END  OF  FEBRUARY  1927:     The  marketing 
of  the  lfJ26-27: Australian  wool  clip  was  practically  completed  by  the  end 
of  February,  according  to  Consul  T.  H,  Robinson  stationed  at  Melbourne. 
Receipts  of  wool  up  to  that  date  were  approximately  737,000,000  pounds, 
using  the  weight  per  bale  furnished  by  Trade  Commissioner  E,  G,  Babbitt 
under  date  of  March  21,  1927,  compared  with  640,000,000  pounds  for  the 
same  period  of  the  preceding  season  and  618,000,000  in  1924-25  up  to  the 
end  of  February,     Disposals  during  the  July  1  to  February  28  period  ag- 
gregated approximately  593,000,000  pounds  in  1926-27  compared  with  455,000,000 
in  1925-26  and  405,000,000  in  1924-  25.     Over  80  per  cent  of  the  receipts  so 
far  this  season  had  been  disposed  of  by  February  28  while  last  season  only 
about  70  per  cent  had  been  sold,  and  in  1924-25  only  65  per  cent.     Stocks  on 
February  28,  1927  amounted  to  approximately  144,000,000  pounds,  a  decrease 
of  23  per  cent  compared  with  the  same  date  of  1926.     Prospects  for  the  grow- 
ing clip  to  be  sheared  in  the  last  months  of  this  year  are  good.     There  were 
serious  bush  fires  in  parts  of  Victoria  and  New  South  Wales  during  February 
and  floods  in  certain  parts  of  Queensland  but  the  number  of  sheep  lost  will 
probably  not  seriously  affect  the  prospects  for  the  coming  wool  clip. 

FOREIGN  BUTTER  PRICES  GENERALLY  SLIGHTLY  LOWER.

Butter  prices  in  the  principal  European  markets  on  May  were  "below  domes- 
tic prices  by  scarcely  the  amount  of  the  import  duty.     The  narrowing  of  the  mar- 
gin is  more  largely  due  to  seasonal  decline  in  domestic  prices  than  to  any 
marked  change  in  foreign  prices.     Danish  at  Copenhagen  declined  to  the  equiva- 
lent of  32.2  from  32.7  a  week  earlier  against  a  decline  in  New  York  from  47.0 
on  92  score  to  44,5.:-  In  London,  New  Zealand  butter,   the  price  of  which  has  been 
entirely  freed  from  control  by  the  New  Zeal  and  Control  Board,  is  equivalent  to 
33,2  on  salted  and  35.4  on  unsalted  with  Danish  in  London  at  35.0  cents.  Ship- 
ments afloat  on  April  30  iniica.te  relatively  large  supplies  from  New  Zealand 
amounting  to  20,328,000  pounds  against  13,944,000  a  year  ago.     From  Australia, 
shipments  afloat  were  5,712,000  pounds  against  7,168,000  pounds  a  year  ago.  A 
detailed  comparative  statement  of  prices  of  butter  in  principal  world  markets 
appears  on  page  651. 
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AUSTRALIAN  DRIED  ERUIT  OUTLOOK,  1927:     Although  official  estimates 
for  the  Australian  dried  fruit  crop  have  not  as  yet  "been  made  public,  in- 
dications point  to  a  production  close  to  57,000  short  tons  which  wo -old  he 
one  of  the  largest  on  record,  according  to  a  report  from  Assistant  'Trade 
Commissioner  Foster  at  Melbourne.     Tne  pack  of  1925-26  amounted  to  about 
37,120  short  tons.     Distribution  of  the  1926-27  crop  should  be  approximately 
as  follows:     Sultanas  4Q*O0Q  short  tons,  currants  14,000  short  tons  and 
lexias  3,000  short  tons,  compared  with  a  pack  of  20*834  tons  of  sultanas, 
13,510  tons  of  currants  and  2,776  tons  of  lexias  in  1925-26,  Tentative 
agreements  as  to  the  amount  of  fruit  which  may  be  released  by  packing  shed 
proprietors  and  agents  for  consumption  in  Australia  were  as  follows:  Cur- 
rants 15  per  cent,   sultanas  10  per  cent  and  lexias  10  per  cent,     These  per- 
centages are  subject  to  change  should  circumstances  alter  conditions  as  the 
season  advances* 

ONION  SEED  CROP  OF  CANARY  ISLANDS  REDUCED:     Due  to  lack  of  rain,  the 
1927  onion  seed  harvest  of  the  Canary  Islands  will  fall  at  least  30  per  cent 
below  the  original  estimate  of  190,000  to  310,000  pounds  grown  under  contract 
(see  Foreign  Service  Release*  March  15,  1927),  according  to  a  report  from 
Consul  Raleigh  A,  Gibson  at  Teneriffe.     Considerable  damage  to  all  growing 
crops  is  reported.     Irrigation  is  necessary  in  the  island  of  Teneriffe  and 
as  the  water  supply  for  irrigation  is  obtained  from  rainfall ,  there  is  at 
present  a  very  low  supply  available.     In  many  zones  there  is  not  enough  water 
to  irrigate  more  than  the  banana  plants,  according  to  Consul  Gibson,  The 
shortage  of  water  in  storage  tanks  around  the  coast  of  Santa  Cruz ,  Teneriffe, 
may  necissitate  the  moving  of  onion  plants  from  the  seed  beds  to  another  zone 
for  planting,  which  would  affect  the  onions  for  planting  in  1927  for  the  1928 
harvest, 

EGYPTIAN  ONIONS  AFLOAT  TO  THE  UNITED  STATES:   Shipments  of  onions 
from  Alexandria  to  the  United  States  up  to  May  2,  1Q27,   totaled  280,666  bags, 
which  is  equivalent  to  561,332  bushels^c      _V  c  ^         1  ac" 

cording  to  a  cable  received  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Consiu 
Geist  at  Alexandria,     Shipments  from  Alexandria  to  the  United  States  last 
season  up  to  May  5,  1926,  amounted  to  276  ,  200  bags.     Of  this  season's  ship- 
ments, 209  ,  261  bags  were  reported  as  having  been  shipped  to  the  American 
market  prior  to  April  21,  1927.     Subsequent  shipments  up  to  May  2  amounted 
to  71,405  bags.     The  steamship  "Xeelung"  is  scheduled  to  arrive  in  Soston 
on  May  20,  where  14,200  bags  will  be  discharged.     The  balance,  amounting  to 
57,205  bags,  will  be  taken  to  New  York,     The  Alexandria  onion  market  in 
general  is  firm,  states  Consul  Geist, 
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Available  information  on  the  world  situation  in  vegetable  oils  and 
oilseeds  indicates  that  (l)  total  potential  supplies  of  oil  are  large  owing 
to  heavy  seed  production  in  1926,  when  crops  were  almost  as  large  as  the 
unusally  heavy  production  experienced  in  1925;  ^2)  international  trade  in 
those  products  has  increased;  and  (3)  prices  paid  for  most  of  the  products 
considered  have  been  lower  in  1926  and  1927  than  in  the  preceding  two  years. 

Tne  potential  supply  of  edible  and  soap  oils  as  well  as  the  supply 
of  drying  oils  for  1926,  while  probably  slightly  below  that  of  1925,  was 
larger  than  in  any  other  recent  year,  according  to  information  on  world 
production  of  oil  bearing  seeds  received  to  date  in  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture.    This  does  not  necessarily  indicate  the  actual  supply  of  vegetable 
oils,  however,  since  allowance  must  be  made  for  variations  in  the  percentage 
of  the  production  crushed  from  year  to  year.     Data  are  not  yet  complete  for 
all  of  the  oil  bearing  seeds  produced.     Tne  use  of  oilseeds  for  seed  and  for 
industrial  purposes  other., than  oil  extraction  are  factors  in  the  final  de- 
termination of  the  percentage  of  the  total  supply  actually  crushed,  as  do 
also  variations  in  the  supply  of  edible  animal  fats.     See  details  on  pro- 
duction on  page  596, 

The  price  changes  are  generally  favorable  to  consumers.  Important 
products  upon  which  recent  quotations  are  about  the  same  as  or  higher  than 
last  year  are  linseed  oil,  soy-bean  oil,  peanut  oil  and  Chinese  wood  oil. 
Most  of  the  other  widely  used  vegetable  oils  hav-  felt  the  effects  of  two 
years  of  unusally  heavy  production,  with  quotations  tending  downward  during 
1926  and  into  1927.    Outstanding  examples  of  the  lower  values  are  found  in 
coconut  and  cottonseed  oils,  thd  two  vegetable  products  of  leading  impor- 
tance in  the  margarine  industry.     The  lard  compound  industry  also  finds  ad- 
vantages in  low-priced  cottonseed  oil,  while  lower  prices  rule  for  the  veg- 
etable products  entering  into  soap.    Among  the  drying  oils,   the  outstanding 
feature  is  the  phenomenal  rise  since  January  in  the  quotations  on  Chinese 
wood  oil.    At  the  range  of  values  existing  at  present,  it  appears  that  lin- 
seed oil  should  not  experience  any  appreciable  competition  from  other  dry- 
ing oils,  but  may  encounter  some  substitution  as  an  ingredient  for  soft 
soap.     See  additional  price  details  on  page  599. 

Tne  international  movement  of  Vegetable  oils  and  oilseeds,  nuts  and 
kernels,  as  indicated  by  the  imports  of  the  principal  consuming  countries, 
was  somewhat  larger  in  1926  than  in  1925  for  most  items.     The  imports  of 
flaxseed  and  linseed  oil  showed  the  largest  increase,  about  20  per  cent; 
over  1925,     The  imports  of  coconut  oil  and  the  oil  equivalent  of  copra  im- 
ported into  consuming  markets  was  about  5  per  cent  larger  in  1926  than  in 
1925,  while  the  takings  of  peanuts  and  peanut  oil  showed  an  increase  of  over 
5  per  cent,     Imports  of  palm  kernels  and  palm  kernel  oil  were  about  the  same 
in  both  years,  although  imports  of  palm  oil  fell  off  in  1926,     On  the  other 
hand,   the  takings  of  cottonseed  oil  and  cottonseed  in  consurnirg  countries 
declined  about  10  per  cent  as  between  1925  and  1926.     As  bewsen  countries, 
the  principal  features  of  the  trsde  were  the  increased  imports  of  vegetable 
oils  and  oilseeds  into  the  United  Spates,  Germany  and  the  Netherlands,  and 
decreased  takings  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  France.     The  importation  of 
these  products  into  the  United  States  in  1926  was  the  largest  in  the  past 
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five  years.     The  vegetable  oil  industry  of  the  United  Kingdom  was  adversely 
affected  during  1926  by  the  coal  strike  and  as  a  result  the  importation  of 
vegetable  oil  materials  was  smaller  than  in  1925, 

Before  the  war  there  was  a  large  reexport  trade  in  vegetable  oils 
from  Germany,   the  Netherlands  and  France.     The  decrease  in  this  trade  is  one 
of  the  principal  features  of  the  postwar  international  trade  in  vegetable 
oils.     This  reexport  trade  has  decreased  partly  as  a  result  of  the  establish- 
ment of  vegetable  oil  crushing  plants  in  the  countries  producing  the  raw  ma- 
terials and  partly  on  account  of  the  increased  crushing  of  raw  materials  in 
the  United  Kingdom  which  formerly  took  much  larger  quantities  of  vegetable 
oils  from  European  crushing  plants  than  at  present, 

potential  supply  oi     jge  table  oils 

With  respect  to  the  oils  which  are  usable  for  edible  purposes  and  for 
soaps,  increases  in  production  of  cottonseed,  and  copra  appear  to  be  a  little 
more  than  offset  by  decreases  in  peanuts,  olive  oil,   soy  berns,  sunflower  seed 
and  sesame,    Rapeseed  production  is  about  the  same  as  last  year.     Estimates  are 
not^yet  available  for  palm  kernels  and  palm  oil  for  1926.     It  is  possible  that 
estimates  for  these  two  commodities  together  with  more  complete  estimates  for 
other  odible  and  soap  oil  seeds  may  show  an  increase  for  1926  rather  than  a  de- 
crease but  from  present  indications  it  does  not  seem  probable. 

Although  the  total  potential  supply  of  oils  usable  for  edible  pur- 
pose s< and  soaps  in  1926  appears  to  be  smaller  than  in  1925,  if  sunflower 
seed  is  excluded  it  is  probable  that  the  total  supply  will  not  be  far  dif- 
ferent from  last -year's  large  supply.     Sunflower  seed  is  produced  almost  en- 
tirely in  Russia  and  is  also  consumed  in  large  quantities  within  Russia  with- 
out converting  it  to  oil  and  it  is  in  sunflower  seed  that  the  biggest  decrease 
is  found.     The  enormous  increase  in  this  crop  in  1925  has  not  been  sustained 
during  the  past  year  and  a  decrease  of  from  500,000  to  1,000,000  short  tons 
of  seed  is  indicated. 

Even  though  the  world  supply  of  vegetable  oils  for  edible  purposes 
and  soaps  appears  to  be  slightly  below  last  year.,  the  potential  supply  of 
the  United  States  should  be  larger  in  view  of  the  increase  of  11  per  cent  in 
the  United  States  cotton  seed  crop  and  the  increased  exports  of  copra  from  the 
Philippines,     These  two  products  provide  the  bulk  of  the  United  States  vegetable 
oil  supply. 

The  supply  of  materials  for  drying  oils  Will  probably  be  below  the 
record  of  1925  due  to  the  decreases  in  the  flaxseed  crop  in  some  of  the  most 
important  countries.     Although  the  estimate  for  India  has  not  yet  been  received, 
it  is  improbable  that  an  increase  will  be  reported  which  would  be  large  enough 
to  balance  reported  decreases  and  there  maybe  a  decrease  in  that  country. 
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The  situation  is  improved  slightly  by  an  increase  of  about  50,000  shorlj 
tons  in  the  carryover  in  Argentina  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  seaso  ~ 
compared  with  the  previous  one,  but  this  is  small  compared  with  the  aci 
of  lo9,000  short  tons  in  the  Argentine  crop.     Hcmpseed  production  shows  a  _ 
very  slight  increase  but  it  seems  probable  that  the  commercial  supply  o 
wood,  oil  decreased,     Imports  to  the  United  States,   the  principal  c°™™?_v' 
dropped  back  in  1926  from  the  large  takings  of  1925  to  about  the  19^  .

The  production  of  cottonseed  in  countries  so  far  reporting  ^°r.^fc 
1926-27  season  amounts  to  12,637,800  short  tons  compared  with  12,551-bOU 
short  tons  produced  by  the  same  countries  in  1925-26,  an  increase  of  0.  ( 
per  cent.     Cottonseed  production  has  increased  rapidly  since  1921-22  and 
is  now  well  above  the  average  production  for  the  period  1909-10  to  ' 
Production  in  the  United  States  for  1926-27  shows  an  increase  of  H  Ver  cent  j 
above  1925-26  while  increases  are  also  reported  for  Russia  and  Mexico.  Hotreve 
these  increases  are  largely  offset  by  decreases  in  other  important  producing 
countries,     Although  the  percentage  of  oil  obtained  from  the  seed  is  not  very 
high  in  the  case  of  cottonseed,   the  size  of  the  crop  is  so  large  compared  witj 
the  production  of  other  seeds  that  it  is  a  determining  factor  in  the  vegetable 
oil  situation  of  the  United  States.

Copra 

Exports  of  copra  or  coconut  oil  in  terms  of  copra,  from  the  three  import 
tant  producing  countries,  the  Philippine  Islands,  British  Malaya  and  Ceylon 
show  a  decided  increase  for  1926  compared  with  1925  and  are  well  above  any  of 
the  earlier  years  shown.     The  increase  in  1926  amounted  to  12  per  cent  and  was 
contributed  to  by  increases  in  the  exports  of  all  three  countries,   those  of  the 
Philippine  Islands  being  15  per  cent  above  1925,  British  Malaya  20  per  cent, 
and  Ceylon  1  per  cent.     Although  these  countries  do  not  produce  the  total  suppi 
of  commercial  copra,  their  exports  form  a  large  percentage  of  the  trade  in  this 
product  and  should  be  a  fair  indication  of  the  trend  of  total  production  of 
this  commodity,     See  table,  page  602. 

Peanuts 

Figures  so  far  received  point  to  a  reduction  in  the  supply  of  peanuts  ;I» 
1926  compared  with  1925,     With  the  exception  of  India,   the  United  States  and 
Spain,  which  report  smaller  crops,   little  definite  information  is  available. 
Trade  reports  from  China  indicate  a  crop  about  30  per  cent  below  that  of  1925 
Since  the  1925  crop  of  Nigeria  was  unusually  large,   it  seems  improbable  that 
the  crop  for  1926  in  this  colony  would  be  sbove  that  of  1925,     In  view  of  the 
actual  decreases  reported  and  the  probability  of  a  decrease  in  Nigeria,   the  $ 
world  crop  may  be  expected  to  be  below  the  large  crop  of  1925,     The  probable 
decrease  in  China  is  of  especial  interest  to  the  United  States  since  we  use  t 
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Chinese  nut  to  a  large  extent  for  crushing,  usually  using  much  of  the  domestic  crop 
for  other  purposes.    Even  should  the  Chinese  crop  be  better  than  current  reports  in- 
dicate,  shipping  difficulties  due  to  the  civil  war  may  reduce  the  exports  from  that 
country.

Olive  Oil,  . 

Production  of  olive  oil  for  1926  was  below  that  of  1925  and  is  the  smallest- 
crop  since  1921.    The  total  so  far  reported  amounts  to  1,357,000,000  pounds  compared 
with  1 , 1+21 , 000 , 000  produced  by  the  same  countries  in  1925.    Olive  oil  production 
usually  alternates,  a  good  year  following  a  bad  year,  and  had  this  held  true  the  192b 
crop  should  be  above  that  of  1925.    The  main  factor  in  the  decrease  is  the  decided 
reduction  in  the  crop  of  Spain  which  is  estimated  at  511,000,000  pounds  compared  with 
the  1925  crop  of  722^000,000  pounds,     No  official  estimate  has  been  received  for  the 
Italian  crop,  for  which  conflicting  reports  have  been  received.     The  trade  estimates 
production  well  above  that  of  last  year  and  this  would. agree  with  a  consular  report

Sunflower  Seed 

Commercial  production  of  sunflower  seed  is  determined  chiefly  by  the  crop  of 
Russia,  the  only  producer  of  importance.    The  large  increase  in  the  1925  crop  over 
that  of  1921+  was  not  continued  in  1926  and  production  fell  considerably,  the  reductio 
being  estimated  at  from  17  to  3^+  per  cent,   ■  Rumania  is  the  other  country  reporting

Rape seed 

Figures  so  far  available  for  the  1926  rapeseed  crops  indicate  a  production 
about  equal  to  that  of  1925,     India  is  the  largest  rapeseed  producer  among  the  coun- 
tries for  which  statistics  are  available.    Average,  exports  of  rapeseed  from  India 
for  1910  to  1921  were  four  times  as  large,  as  those  of  China,  an  important  producer 
for  which  production  figures  are  lacking.    Figures  of  production  for  the  1926-27  crop 
of  India  have  yet  been  received  but  the  second  estimate  of  the  area  sown  is  3  per 
cent  below  the  corresponding  estimate  of  last  year  when  production  amounted  to  1,018, 
000  short  tons,  the  smallest  crop  since  that  of  1920-21,    Production  has  decreased 
slightly  in/ some  of  the  minor  producing  countries  but  their  total  production  is  of 
small  significance  compared  with  the  crop  of  India,    Exports  from  China,  which  have 
been  decreasing  since  1921,  showed  a  decided  increase  in  1325*     However,  with  the 
unsettled  conditions  now- prevailing  some  difficulty  in  exporting  *ta  to  be  expected.

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Sesame 


Production  of  sesame    in  India  for  1926  is  estimated  at  456,000 
short  tons  or  3  per  cent  held »  the  final  estimate  for  1925  which  amounted  to 
469,000  short  tons.    This  is  one  of  the  smallest  crops  reported  for  the  period 
1909-1926.     Production  in  other  countries  for  which  statistics  are  received 
is  of  minor  importance,    Uo  estimates  are  available  for  China,  probably  the 
leading  producer,  whose  average  exports  from  1910  to  1921  were  over  50  per 
cent  higher  than  those  of  India  although  they  decreased  considerably  during  1924, 
and  1925.

Soy  beans 

Production  of  soy-beans  for  1Q26  was  expected  to  be  below  that  of 
1925  since  trade  reports  from  China  indicate  a  reduction  of  10  per  cent  in 
the  crop,     China  is  by  far  the  most  important  source  of  soy  beans,  exports 
from  that  country  amounting  to  a  good  percentage  of  the  total  for  all  countries 
reporting,    a  decrease  was  reported  in  the  1 926  crop  of  Chosen,  while  production 
in  the  United  States  has  increased.     See  table,  page  60S. 

Corn  oil 


Corn  oil  holds  a  place  of  secondary  importance  among  vegetable  oils. 
The  size  of  the  corn  crop  either  in  the  United  States  or  foreign  countries 
has  little  or  no  effect  upon  the  quantities  of  corn  oil  available.  The 
total  disappearance  of  corn  oil  in  the  United  States  for  1926  is  placed  at 
115,346,000  pounds,  a  relatively  high  figure  for  that  product.     (See  table, 
page  622,)     This  compares  with  an  estimated  disappearance  in  the  same  year 
of  1,493,548,000  pounds  of  cottonseed  oil  and  433,790,000  pounds  of  coconut 
oil. 


Flaxseed 


Production  of  flaxseed  in  1926  for  countries  so  far  reported  was  below 
that  of  1925,  but  above  every  other  recent  year.    Although  no  estimate  is 
available  for  India  a  rough  estimate  has  been  made  based  on  the  decrease  in 
area  and  conditions  at  this  time  (see  table,  page  6 03 11  so  that  an  estimate 
for  this  country  may  be  included  in  the  total.     Total  production  in  the  five 
important  countries  is  expected  to  be  some  5  %Q  7  percent  below  the  total 
for  the  same  countries  last  year.     From  1909-1913  and  1921  to  1925  these 
countries  averaged  over  90  per  cent  of  the  total  world  flaxseed  production, 
The  flaxseed  crop  of  Argentina,  although  slightly  below  the  record  crop  of 
1925-26,  is  well  above  the  crops  of  earlier  years  and  the  carryover  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  for  that  country  was  some  50,000  short  tons  greater  than 
for  the  year  before.    Production  in  Russia  was  reported  larger  than  that  of 
1925  but  in  the  other  important  countries  production  decreased  during  the 
past  year.     See  table,  page  603. 
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Hertvpseed 

Hempseed  production  in  1926  varied  little  from  that  of  1925  since 
Russia,  the  important  factor  in  the  hempseed  supply,  reports  a  crop  of 
621,000  short  tons  for  1926  compared  with  623,000    in  1925.     The  total  for  coun- 
tries reporting  is  slightly  higher  than  the  corresponding  total  for  1925  due 
to  an  increase  of  11,000  short  tons  in  the  crop  of  Rumania,    Most  minor 
producing  countries  reuort  small  reductions  in  the  1926  crops.     See  table,  page 
609. 

Ths  price  of  oils  and  oil  seed 

The  possibility  of  substitution  among  certain  vegetable  oils  makes  price 
relationships  particularly  significant.    No  two  vegetable  oils,  however,  have 
identical  physical  and  chemical  properties,  and  the  degree  of  substitution  is 
necessarily  limited.     Changes  in  method  and  formulae  necessary  to  utilize 
cheaper  oils  in  the  end  may  be  more  expensive  than  the  saving  represented  in 
the  use  of  the  lower-priced  oil.    The  most  prevalent  method  of  benefitting 
from  relatively  lower  prices  is  to  utilize  varying  quantities  of  cheaper 
oils  in  combination  with  the  principal  oil  ingredient  of  the  product  under 
consideration. 

Among  edible  oils,  coconut  oil  is  viewed  as  the  most  important  vegetable 
ingredient  of  margarine,  with  the  New  York  quotation  on  Ceylon  grade  in  barrels 
standing  at  an  average  of  9,82. cents  per  pound  for  the  week  ended  April  25, 
1927.     The  average  for  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year  was  11  cents,  a 
decline  of  1.18  cents,  according  to  the  "Oil,  Paint  and  Drug  Reporter".  The 
next  most  important  margarine  vegetable  oil  is  cottonseed  oil.     The  average 
spot  price  of  that  commodity  in  New  York,  prime  summer  yellow  grade,  refined, 
during  Aoril  1927  was  9.52  cents,  according  to  the  same  source,  a  drop  of  2.8b 
cents  per  pound  below  April  1926,  Owing  to  the  relative  cheapness  and  abun- 
dance of  cottonseed  oil,  it  is  probable  that  the  quantities  consumed  this 
season  will  show  a  marked  increase  over  recent  years.     In  fact,  the  accelerated 
demand  so  far  during  1927  has  put  the  average  price  for  April  at  a.  point  nearly 
1  cent  per  pound  above  the  average  for  January,  1927.     Cottonseed  oil  is  the 
leading  ingredient  in  the  lard  compound  industry.    The  largest  consumer  of 
coconut  oil  in  the  United  States  is  the  soar-  industry,  which  is  also  enjoying 
relatively  low-priced  raw  materials,    Peanut"  oil  prices,  however,  are  ruling 
higher  than  last  year  both  at  home  and  abroad, 

The  price  of  linseed  oil  during  1926  was  from  2  to  k  cents  per  pound 
under  the  1925  quotations.     Monthly  average  prices,  as  quoted  on  carlo^lots 
in  New  York  by  the  "Oil,  Paint  and  Drug  Reporter",  were  slightly  lower- January 
to  March  1927  than  for  the  corresponding  months  a  year  ago,  but  the  April  average 
of  11  cents  was  slightly  higher  than  the  same  month  last  year,     In  general, 
however,  linseed  oil  is  not  subject  to  the  same  amount  of  competition  as  are  the 
edible  oils.     Owing  to  the  disrupted  trade  conditions  in  central  China,  wood  oil 
shipments  have  fallen  off  and  the  price,  averaging  32,12  cents  per  pound  during 
April,  was  nearly  3  times  higher  than  a  year  ago.     The  high  price  of  that  impor- 
tant varnish  oil  has  stimulated  interest  in  fish  oils,  perilla,  and  other  less 
widely  used  products,     Soy-bean  oil  continues  to  come  out  of  northern  China  In 
fair  quantities,  with  prices  in  America  and  Great  Britain  closely  in  line  with 
those  of  last  year.

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Production  of  Important  Oilseeds  in  Terms  of  Oil*.  A 

The  following  table  is  a  rough  estimate  of  the  production  of  important 
vegetable  oil  materials  in  terms  of  oil  in  the  more  important  countries  for  which 
statistics  are  available.    These  figures  give  a  better  indication  of  the  potential 
oil  supply  than  can  be  obtained  by  comparing  the  estimates  of  production  ot  the 
various  oil  seeds,  since  the  oil  content  of  the  different  kinds  of  seeds  varies 
widely, 

Since  these  countries  include  all  important  producing  countries  from  whcih 
the  more  important  vegetable  oils  or  oil  materials  are  exported  or  in  wfticn  tneyi 
are  consumed  in  large  quantities.it  is  felt  that  the  figures,  even  thougn  not 
complete,  indicate  the  trend  of  potential  oil  supply,    They  take  no  account,  ot 
course,  of  stocks  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year,    They  should  not  be 
confused,  however,  with  the  amount  of  vegetable  oils  actually  produced*  10 
obtain  the  following  estimates  production  figures  or,  in  the  absence  ot  prciuctiol 
figures,  exports,  of  oilseeds  in  the  more  important  countries,  as  shown  in  ,ne 
oilseed  tables  pages  601  to  6l0  have  been  multiplied  by  an  oil  equivalent  ^ 
which  is  an  estimate  of  oil  actually  obtained  in  the  commercial  cur slangs  Ox 
oilseeds, 

Unfortxinately  production  figures  are  not  always  available,     China,  cne 
of  the  largest  oilseed  producers,  publishes  little  information  along  tnis  i:ne. 
In  the  case  of  soybeans  and  peanuts,  export  figures  oi  s  3eds  and  oil    have  een 
converted  to  an  oil  basis  and  used  to  indicate  the  trm<±  for  uhw  country.  ja< 
considering  the  supply  of  coconut  oil,  exports  from  the  three  important  countries 
the  Philippine  Islands,  British  Malaya  and  Ceylon  have  been  used. 

The  potential  suoply  of  vegetable  oils  as  indicated  by  production  of  ail 
seeds  reduced  to  terms  of  oil  is  undoubtedly  much  larger  than  the  amount  01 
oil  actually  produced  since  factors  other  than  seed  production  enter  into  a 
consideration  of  the  amount  of  oilseeds  crushed  for  oil.     Such  factors  are 
relative  prices  of  different  vegetable  oils  eni  ffitfiiaal  fats,  uses  of  oilseeds 
for  industrial  purposes  other  than  oil  production,  as  in  the  case  of  peanuts 
for  human  and  stock  food,  and  supplies  of  vegetable  oilseeds  retained  for  seed, 
etc. 

From  these  estimates  it  appears  that  the  potential  supply  of  vegetable 
oils  usable  for  edible  purposes  and  for  soaps  had  been  increasing  every  year 
from  1921  to  1925,     For  1926,  however,  rough  calculations  seem  to  show  a 
slight  probable  decrease  from  1925,  although  the  Bur-p'iy  appears  to  be  greater 
than  for  any  other  year  for  which  estimates  are  available. 

The  production  of  linseed,   the  one  big  sou-ce  of  paint  oil,  has  also 
apparently  decreased  slightly  in  1926  from  V^Z  *W*  1*  greater  than  any  other 
recent  year.    The  slight  increase  in  hemp  seed  wau  too  &9&11  to  materially 
affect  the  total.     Other  oil  materials  used  as  a  svt^i;,. t ate  for  linseed  are 
included  under  edible  and  soap  oil  materials.    No  induction  is  available 
for  Chinese  wood  oil.    Exports  to  the  United  States  have  fallen  off  during  the 
oast  year  as  compared  to  1925  and  in  view  of  the  difficulties  of  shipping  it 
is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  exports  to  other  countries  may  also  have  fallen 
off,  whether  production  has  decreased  or  not,

Much  attention 
is  "being  devoted  to  the  scientific  development  of  plantations  and  seed  selec- 
tion with  a  view  toward  attaining  the  maximum  yield  per  acre,     It  is  estim- 
ated that  even  if  there  should  "oe  no  further  increase  in  the  area  planted 
with  oil  palms,   the  present  area  is  sufficient  to  yield  at  least  88,000  short 
tons  of  palm  oil  per  annum  when  the  trees  come  into  hearing  within  the  next 
seven  years, 

I-irthods  employed  in  palm  oil  industry  of  Sumatra 

A  description  ...is  given  on  the  tfSs  lowing  page  of  the  primitive  method 
iollowed  in  palm  oil  production  in  West  Africa,     In  Sumatra  the  entire  in- 
dustry is  conducted  under  European  management  according  to  the  most  advanced 
scientific  principles  in  both  the  cultivation  and  the  preparation  phases  of 
the  industry,     A3  a  result  of  the  efficient  methods  of  treating  the  oil  palm 
fruit  the  Sumatra  palm  oil  is  of  a  very  superior  quality  and  commands  a  higher 
price  on  the  world  markets  .than  the  African  oil.     The  Sumatra  product  is 
characterized  by  an  exceedingly  low,  free  acid  content,  in  some  cases  as  low 
as  2  to  3  per  cent.     Any  oil  with  an  acid  content  of  less  than  5  per  cent  is 
suitahle  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  margarine,  which  gives  the  Sumatra  palm 
oil  an  outlet  which  the  African  oil,  "because  of  its  relatively  high  acid  con- 
tent, does  not  have. 

Exports  of  Sumatra  palm  oil 

The  first  shipm  ents  of  palm  oil  from  Sumatra  in  bulk  were  made  in  1925. 

Prior  to  that  time  all  shipments  had  been  made  in  containers,  chiefly  wooden 
barrels.     opecial  tank  cars  have  been  installed  on  the  Sumatra  railways  and 
special  tank  barges  are  used  for  the  rapid,  transportation  of  oil  to  the  port 
of  Bclawan-Deli,  where  it  is  cither  pumped  into  storage  tanks  or  directly 
into  the  tanks  of  ocean  steamships,     Hie  Netherlands  was  formerly  by  far  the 
most  important  market  for  Sumatra  palm  oil  but  in  1925  the  United  States  took 
about  one- third  of  the  total  exports  and  a  still  larger  proportion  in  the 
first  nine  months  of  1926,     It  is  believed  that  the  increasing  exports  to  the 
United  States  is  the  "beginning  of  a  steadily  growing  trade,  states  Consul 
Redecker,     Heretofore  practically  all  of  the  palm  oil  shipped  to  the  United 
States  was  destined  to  Atlantic  coast  ports  but  direct  trade  is  now  developing 
with  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles.     Further  development  along  the  latter  line 
depends  only  on  the  establishment  of  additional  tank  facilities  for  transport- 
ing oil  in  bulk.

Palm  kernels  and  palm  oil  constitute  the  major  part  of  the  export 
trade  of  the    British, French  and  Belgian  colonies  in  West  Africa,  according 
to  a  report  from  Vice  Consul  C.  E,  L'acy  at  Dakar,  Senegal.    The  exports  of 
palm  kernels  from  the  principal  exporting  colonies  amounted  to  about  6C1, 773 
short  tons  in  1925  compared  with  prewar  average  exports  of  about  3^5,735  short 
tons.     The  exports  of  palm  and  pulm  kernel  oil  showed  a  corresponding  increase 
from  an  annual  average  of  short  tons  before  the  war  to  203,335  tons  in 

1925.     See  tables  on  pages. bC5  and  606. 

Methods  of  palm  oil  extraction  and  -palm  ke  rne  1  product  j  on 

The  trade  in  these  products  has,  however,  been  hindered  by  wasteful 
and  inefficient  methods  of  oil  and  kernel  extraction*     The  palm  fruit  clusters, 
containing  some  unripe  fruit,  are  gathered  from  the  trees  and  collected  in 
piles  where  they  are  left  for. several  days  until  fermentation    sets  in.  The 
fruit  is  then  detached  from  the  stalk  clusters  and  again  left  to  ferment, 
after  which  it  is  boiled  in  jars  for  ^hree  of  four  hours  or  until  the  pulp 
separates  readily  from  the  pits  or  nuts.     The  cooked  fruit  is  pounded  or 
stamped  on  with  the  feet  until  all  nuts  have  been  separated,  from  the  pulp 
mass.     T  is  mass  is  then  kneaded  by  hand  under  water;  the  oil  extracted 
comes  to  the  surface,  is  skimmed  off,  put  in  a  crock  or  jar  and  boiled  for 
several  hours.     T7?is  last  is  a  refining  operation  to  get  rid  of  impurities 
both  by  the  skimming  off  of  froth  from  the  top  and  by  the  deposit  of  sediment 
in  the  bottom  of  the  jar.     The  resultant  oil  is  that  sold  to  the  traders  as 
native  palm  oil.     The  quality  is  poor,  mainly  because  of  the  part  fermentation 
has  played  in  its  preparation,  and  its  free  acid  content  usually  runs  from 
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15  to  50  per  cent  upon  arrival  at  the  refining  plant.     This  me thod  also  has 
the  disadvantage  of  utilizing  only  a  small  part  of  the  raw  material  and  in 
Doing  slow  and  laborious.    Pain  kernel  production  also  requires  a  large 
amount  of  labor.     The  no^s,  after  being  -  separated  from  the  per  5  carp,  are 
left  to  dry  in  the  sun.     Later  on  tncy  are  taken  into  the  huts  or  placed 
under  a  shed  where  they  remain  until  sufficiently  dry  so  that  the  kernels 
can  be  easily  separated  from  the  shell,     The  nuts  are  then  cracked  by  handi 
between  two  rocks t  by  the  women  and  children. 

Problems  confronting  the  industry 

So  far  as  the  technical  aspects  of  the  industry  arc  concerned!  the 
problems  presented  are  by  no  means  insuperable.     Two  methods  now  being 
attempted  to  secure  a  more  complete  utilization  of  the  rev  product  are, 
first';  mechanical  treatment  of  the  fruit  in  easily  accessible  factories 
(British  west  Africa)  and,  second,  persuasion  and  encouragement  of  the 
natives  to  use  hand  power  pressing  machines  (Erench  wcst  Africa).     It  is 
universally  conceded  that  the  solution  of  the  acidity  problem  lies  in  pre- 
venting fermentation,     'Hie  main  problem  in  attempting  to  improve  the  quality 
and  increase  the  volume  of  the  native  product  restsf  according  to  Vice- 
Consul  Macy,  in  the  indifference  of  the  native  to  learning  or  adopting  him- 
self to  new  methods.     This  problem  is  enhanced  by  the  fact  that  there  is  a*. 
large  market  for  rain  oil  within  Africa  itself.     Hie  natives  care  nothing^ 
about  threatened  competition  in  the  European,  markets  and  remain  unresponsive 
to  appeals  for  modernizing  production,  so  long  as  they  have  a  market  for  all 
the  oil  they  can  produce  under  present,  methods  among  the  20  million  other 
natives  in  Africa, 

Cottonseed  oil  industry  of  the  Laguna  district  if  Lfixico 

The  cottonseed  oil  produced  from  cotton  grown  in  the  Laguna  district 
of  Mexico  is  used  exclusively  in  the  soapmaking  industry,  according  to  a 
report  from  Consul  William  I.  Jackson  at  Torr.eon.     Important  by-products  of 
this  industry  are  cottonseed  cake  and  meal,  glycerine  and  edible  oil. 

Approximately  124,000  short  tons  of  cottonseed  wore  purchased  by  the 
several  oil  mills  during  1926,  most  of  which  was  con  si  me*  during-  the  year, 
as  compared  with  35,000  short  tons  in  1925  and  £8, COO  snort  tons  in  1924. 
Tne  production  of  soap  by  the  four  factories  located  in  the  Laguna  district 
amounted  to  approximately  1,000,000  cases  of  75  pounds  each,  according  to 
Co  nsul  Jack  so  n. 
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United,  S ta to?  foraing  trade 

Imports  into  the  United  States  of  vegetable  fats  and  oils  including 
oil  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels  concerted  to  their  oil 'equivalent  during -1926 
amounted  to  approximately  797,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  713,000  short- 
tons  in  1925,"  Approximately  51  per  cent  of  the  1926  imports  represented  the 
oil  equivalent  of  our  imports  of  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels  and  49  per  cent  the 
actual  imports  of  vegetable  oils. 

Imports  of  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels  in  1926  amounted  to  939,000  short 
tons  as  compared  with  790,000  short  tons  in  1925,  the  increase  being  the  result 
largely  of  increased  imports  of  flaxseed.     The  trade  of  the  United  States  in 
seeds,  nuts  and  kernels  is  confined  chiefly  to  flaxseed  and  copra,  these  .items 
having  represented  92  per  cent  of  our  total  imports  of  oil  raw  materials  dur- 
ing 1926.    Argentina  as  a  rule  supplies  between  80  and  90  per  cent  of  our  im- 
ports of  flaxseed  and  the  Philippine  Islands  between -70  and  80  per  cent  of  our 
imports  of  copra.     In  the  United  States  linseed  oil  is  used  mainly  in  the  manu- 
facture of  paints,  varni  she  Si  .  linoleums,  printing  inks  and  soft  soap.  The 
most  important  use  of  coconut  oils  in  the  United  States  is  in  the  manufacture 
of  vegetable  margarines,  although  considerable  quantities  are  also  used  in  soap 
making, 

Tne  trade  of  the  United  States  in  vegetable  oils  as  such  is  confined 
mainly  to  coconut  oil,  palm  and  pa3.ni  kernel  oil,  olive  oil  and  Tang  oil  (Chin- 
ese wood  oil),  these  items  having  constituted' 85  per  cent  of  the  total  during 
1926,     Tne  Philippine  Islands  furnish  practically  all  of  the  coconut  oil.  The 
palm  oil  is  imported  largely  from  British  West  Africa  and  the  United  Kingdom, 
The  United  Kingdom  is  the  principal  source  of  supply  for  palm  kernel  oil*  Italy 
and  Spain  supply  most  of  the  olive  oil  and  China,  practically  all  of  the  Tung 
oil.     Palm  oil,  an  inedible  product,  is  used  mainly  in  the  soap-making  and  tin- 
plate  industries.    Eefined  palm  kernel  oil,  however,  may  be  used  interchangeably 
\?ith  coconut  oil  and  considerable  quantities  are  \xced  in  the  manufacture  of 
margarines.'  Approximately  65  per  cent  of  the  United  States  imports  of  olive  oil 
are  for  edible  purposes.     Tne  balance  is  used  mainly  in  soap  making.     Tung  oil 
is  employed  chiefly  in  the  manufacture  of  varnisnos,  enamels  and  iloor  and  wall 
paints. 

Tne  United  States  export  .trade  in  oil  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels  and  in 
vegetable  oils  is  of  relatively  little  importance  compared  with  imports.  Cot- 
tonseed oil  is  the  only  item  deserving  of  mention,   total  exports  in  1926  having 
amounted  to  20,450  short  tons  as  compared  with  31,208  short  tons  in  1925.  The 
Canadian  and  the  Latin  American  markets  take  the  bulk  of  the  exports.

Stocks,  exports,  and  imports,  of  each  oil,  except  olive,  "-ere  re- 
ported for  both  crude  and  refined  oil. '  To  make  alT  figures  comparable  the 
two  were  expressed  in  terms  of  crude  .oil  by  converting  the  refined  to  a 
crude  basis,  dividing  the  refined  oil  by  the  conversion  factor  given  in  the 
footnote.     Cottonseed  oil,  . for  example ,.-  has  an  average  refining  loss  of 
about  7  per  cent.     The  conversion  factor  is  "therefore  ..93. 

The  stocks  of  oil  used  in  these  calculations  include  those  in 
factories  and  warehouses,  but  not  those  in  the  hands  of  the  smaller  deal- 
ers.    If  the  latter  are  subject  to  much  variation  from  year  to  ^ear,  some 
error  may  be.  expected  in  using  these  figures  as  a  measure  of  final  con- 
sumption. 

The  net  factory  consumption  was  obtained  by  adding  the  factory 
consumption  of  refined  and  crude  oil's  and  subtracting  the  factory  produc- 
tion of -refined,  the  refined  oils  being  converted  bo  a  crude  basis.  'The 
resulting  figures  do  not,  therefore,  take  irit-o  account  the  consumption  of 
by-products  of  the  refining  process.     No  data  are  available  as  to  how  much 
of  these,  products  are  recovered  and  used.  '  . 

The  net  factory  consumption  -of  soybean  oil  "in  1924  is  larger  than 
the  estimated  consumption' for  all  purposes.     This  "is  probably  due  to  in- 
accuracy in  the  statistics  of  -distribution  resulting  from  the  fact  that 
this  oil  is  for  the  most  part  Imported.

/ Vegetable  oil  trade  of  European  Countiros 

United  Kingdom 

In  1926  the  United  Kingdom  imported  799, 75&  short  tons  of  vegetable 
oils  and  oilseeds  converted  to  their  oil  equivalent.     This  compared  r;ith 
859,152  short  tons  in  1925  and  737, 26l  in  1913.    The  decrease  last  year 
compared  with  1925  is  accounted  for  by  a  decline  of  lU  per  cent  in  the  tak- 
ings of  oilseeds,   since  the  imports  of  vegetable  oils  increased  9  Per  cent. 
This  situation  was  the  result  of  the  Aistutbad  \  conditions  prevailing  in 
Hull,  the  principal  English  oil  curshing  center,  during  1926.     The  high 
cost  and  difficulty  of  obtaining  coal  aided  greatly  to  the  operating  cost  of 
the  mills  and  many  of  them  were  either  closed  down  altogether  or  were  on  short 
time  during  the  coal  strike.     The  home  markets  for  oils  were  also  adversely 
affected  by  the  general  industrial  depression  and  severe  competition  was  felt 
not  only  from  mills  on  the  Continent  but  also  from  those  in  the  Far  East. 

There  has  been  a  largo  increase  in  recent  years,  as  compared  with  19l3i 
in  the  imports  of  palm  kernels,  copra  and  peanuts  into  the  United  Kingdom, 
On  the  other  hand  the  imports  of  flaxseed  and  cottonseed  have  declined  material- 
ly.    The  British  Empire  is  exceptionally  rich  in  vegetable  oil  resources  and 
in  1925,   the  last  year  for  which  detailed  statistics  are  available,  Empire 
sources  supplied  51  per  cent  of  the  imports  of  oilseeds*     India  is  the  most 
important  Empire  producer  supplying  flaxseed,  cottonseed,  peanuts,  rapeseed 
and  castor  beans  in  large  quantities.    Other  important  imports  from  British 
sources  are  palm  kernels  and  peanuts  from  British  West  Africa,  copra  from  the 
Straits  Settlements  and  Ceylon.     The  principal  oilseeds  imported  from  outside 
the  Empire  are  flaxseed  and  sunflower  seed  from  Argentina,  cottonseed  from 
Egypt  and  Brazil,  nalm  kernels  and  peanuts  from  French  -West  Africa,  and  soy 
beans  from  Manchuria. 

The  bulk  of  the  imports  of  vegetable  oils  consist  of  palm  oil  from 
Nigeria,  soy-bean  oil  from  Japan,  coconut  oil  from  Ceylon,  the  Philippines 
and  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  and  linseed  and  peanut  oil  from  the  Netherlands, 
With  the  development  of  better  transportation  facilities  and  the  establish- 
ment of  vegetable  oil  crushing  plants  in  the  countries  producing  the  raw 
materials,  the  tendency  in  recent  years  has  been  toward  greater  imrorts  from 
those  countries  and  declining  imuorts  from  the  old  vegetable  oil  crushing 
centers  in  Germany,  France  and  the  Netherlands. 

The  exports  and  reexports  of  vegetable  oils  from  the  United  Kingdom 
have  been  on  a  somewhat  higher  level  in  recent  vears  than  in  1913.  Flaxseed, 
cottonseed,  palm  kernel,  rapeseed,  and  peanut  oil  arc  the  principal  items  enter- 
ing into  this  trade.    The  United  States  takes  most  of  the  exports  of  palm 
kernel  oil;  Italy,  France  and  the  Netherlands  most  of  the  soy-bean  oil;  the 
United  States,  Brazil,  Australia  and  Egypt  most  of  the  linseed  oil;  and  the 
Netherlands  most  of  the  peanut  oil.     See  tables  on  pages  63^  and  G35  for  de- 
tailed figures  on  the  vegetable  oil  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
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Germs ny 

Germany  is  the  world's  largest  importer  of  oilseeds,  nuts  and  kernels  but 
is  exceeded  in  the  importation  of  vegetable  oils  by  the  United  States  and  the 
United  Kingdom.     The  recovery  of  the  Sermon  oilseeds  crushing  industry  from 
the  post-war  slump  started  in  1925  and  continued  during  l9?b«    The  oil  equiva- 
lent of  oilseeds,  nuts  and  kernels  imported  into  the  country  amounted  to 
599,335  short  tons  in  1926  compared  with  523,427  short  tons  in  1925,  2S4.927 
in  1924  and  650,193  in  1913.     it  seems  evident  that  Germany  is  on  the  road  to 
its  pre-war  situation  in  the  vegetable  oil  trade.     The  imports  of  vegetaole^ 
oils  decreased,  as  a  result  of  the  increase  in  the  imports  of  the  raw  materials, 
from  157,675  short  tons  in  1925  to  112,141  in  1926,     The  principal  vegetable  oil 
materials  imoorted  into  Germany  are  peanuts,  copra,  palm  kernels  and  flaxseed. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  all  of  these  except  flaxseed  wei e  imported  in 
larger  quantities  in  1926  than  in  1513.     The  imports  of  cottonseed  and  rapeseed  I 
have  fallen  off  greatly  in  cost-war  years  as  compared  with  pre-war.     See  page  oMJ, 

The  German  export  trade  in  vegetable  fats  and  oils  has  decreased  very 
materially  in  post-war  years  as  compared  with  pre-var,  although  there  has  been 
a  definitely  increasing  tendency  during  the  jj&st  five  years.     In  192o  the  ex- 
ports of  vegetable  fats  and  oils  from  Germany  amounted  to  73, 5^1  short  tons  as 
compared  with  43,134  in  1Q25  and  1^5,030  in  1913.     One  of  the  principal  reasons 
for  the  decline  in  this  trade  is  that  the  United  Kingdom,  which  was  formerly. a 
large  market  for  German  vegetable  oils,  is  now  getting  most  of  its  cupplies 
either  direct  from  the  countries  producing  the  vegetable  oil  materials  or  from 
the  oilseeds  and  nuts  which  a  re  crushed  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  oilseeds,  nuts  and  kernels  imported  into  Germany  are  crushed  largely 
in  the  mills  located  in  the  Hamburg  and  Bremen  districts.     A  considerable  part 
of  the  vegetable  oils,  except  linseed,  are  used  for  human  consumption,    A  def- 
inite tendency  toward  the  substitution  of  vegetable  oils  for  animal  fats  in 
Ggrmany  has  "been  in  evidence  for  many  years.  .  Margarine  made  of  a  mixture  of 
cottonseed  oil,  sesame  oil  and  peanut  oil  is  chiefly  used  as  a  substitute  for 
butter  while  compound  lard  made  of  a  mixture  of  pork  fat  and  peanut,  sesame 
and  cottonseed  oil  is  being  used  as  a  substitute  for  lard.     The'  soao  industry 
is  probably  the  largest  consumer  of  vegetable  oils  in  Germany.     Vegetable  oils 
are  also  used  extensively  in  the  manufacture  of  paints*  varnishes  and  linoleum, 

Netherlands 

The  Netherlands  trade  in  vegetable  oils  and  oilseeds  is    based  principally 
on  the  importation  of  oil  bearing  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels  and  the  exportation  of 
the  oil.     In  192o  the  oil  equivalent  of  the  oilseeds  imported  into  the  Netherlands 
amounted  to  280,417  short  tons  as  compared  with  244,463  short  tons  in  1925  and 
237,751  in  1922,     The  importation  of  vegetable  oils  also  showed  an  increase  from 
122,745  short  tons  in  19?5  to  141,263  in  1926.    By  far  the  largest  item  in  the 
trade  in  vegetable  oilseeds,  nuts  and  kernels  is  copra,  followed  by  flaxseed  and 
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peanuts.    Practically  no  eattonseed  is  imported.    Pair.'  kernels  play  a  much 
less  important  part  in  the  oilseeds  trade  of  the  Netherlands  than  is  the  case 
in  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany, 

The  exportation  of  vegetable  oils  from  the  Netherlands  in  1926  was  the 
largest  in  recent  years,  amounting  to  387,003  short  cons  compared  with  346,941 
in  1925  and  321,624  in  1922,    A  considerable  part  of  the  vegetable  oils  shipped 
out  of  the  Netherlands  is  in  the  form  of  margarine.     The  principal  use  to  which 
vegetable  oils  are  put  in  the  Netherlands  itself  is  in  the  manufacture  of  irarga 
rine  and  the  entire  vegetable  oil  trade  hinges  to  a  large  extent  upon  the  marge 
rine  industry.-    Sec  pages  643  and  644  for  tables  on  the' vegetable  oil  trade  of 
the  Netherlands, 

Prance 

■She  outstanding  fcat-e.ro  of  the  French  trade  in  vegetable  oil  products 
is  the  relatively  important  position  of  peanuts  which  furnished,  in  1926,  over 
half  of  the  oil  equivalent  of  the  imported  oilseeds,  nuts  and  kernels.     Hie  oil 
equivalent  of  the  oilseeds  imported  into  Prance  in  1926  was  411,370  short  tons, 
a  slight  reduction  from  the  imports  of  423,270  short  tons  in  1925,  but  some- 
what larger  than  the  1913  imports.     There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  over 
pre-war  figures  in  the  importation  of  peanuts,  copra  and  palm  kernels,  but  the 
takings  of  flaxseed,  mustard seed  and  sesame  seed  have  declined.     Hie  importatio 
of  vegetable  oils  in  1926  was  20  per -cent  larger  than  in  1925  and  over  60  per 
cent  larger  than  in  1913,     The  principal  in'cr  eases;  no  ted  in  1926  over  prewar 
figures  were  in  olive  oil,  palm  oil, 'peanut  oil,  and  soy-bean  oil.     Imports  of 
cottonseed  oil  have,  declined  over  50  per  sent.     The  exports  of  vegetable  oils 
and  fats  have  been  on  a  lower  level  in- recent  years,  than  before  the  war.  The 
principal  decrease  in  this  trade  has' been  in-  edible"  vegetable  fats.     The  export 
of  peanut  oil  from  Prance  have  increased,  amounting  to'  36,575  short  tons  in 
1926  as  compared  with  2C,714  short  tons  in  1.71 3-.    'See  pages  641  and  642. 

Belgium 

Belgium  has  an  important  vegetable  oil  industry  for  which,  with  the 
exception  of  a  limited  amount  of  flaxseed,  all  the  raw  material  has  to  be  im- 
ported.   During  1926  the  industry  was  comparatively  quiet  and  crushers  operated 
on  short  time  schedules  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year.     In  spite  cf  this 
fact  the  importation  of  oilseeds,  principally  flaxseed,  was  on  a  higher  level 
than  in  1925.     Exports  of  vegetable  oils,  however,  declined.     Hie  imports  of 
flaxseed  in  1926  totaled  102,526  short  tons  as  compared  with  87,129  in  1925. 
Arrivals  of  rapesecd  declined  from  the  1925  total  of  7,486  short  tons  to  3,^80 
in  1926,  but  imports  of  palm  kernels  increased  slightly  from  4,561  short  tons 
in  1925  to  5,256  in  1926,     Exports  of  linseed  oil.  declined  heavily  from  13,554 
short  tons  in  1925  to  7,755  in  1926.     Shipments  of  peanut  oil  and  rapesecd  oil 
also  decreased,   the  former  falling  from  2,515  short  tons  in  1925  to  1,402  in 
1926,  while  the  latter  fell  off  from  1,251  short  tons  in  1925  to  342  in  1926.

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INCREASE  OF  CROP  ACREAGE  IN  NORTH  CAUCASUS . 

A  delay  in  the  spring  field  work  in  North  Caucasus,  an  important 
grain  producing  and  exporting  region  of  Soviet  Russia,  is  reported  "by  the 
local  correspondent  of  "Economic  Life"  in  the  issue  of  April  9>  1927  >  The 
spring  sowing  operations  developed  in  most  regions  only  toward    the  end  of 
March.     There  is  a  divergence  in  the  estimates  of  the  total  area  which  will 
be  sown  for  the  1927  harvest  in  the  region,     The  regional  agricultural 
hoard  estimates  the  total,  acreage  at  23,684,000  acres  while  the  regional 
planning  hoard  places  it  at  24^836,000  acres.    After  due  warning  that  one^ 
needs  to  he  on  guard  because  of  the  many  defects  in  the  system  of  collection 
of  statistics,  the  correspondent  accepts  the  lower  figure  as  a  more  reliaole 
one.     Of  this  total,  14,535,000  acres  are  sown  with  spring  corps  and  9,149,000 
acres  with  winter  crops.     Even  the  lower  figure  for  the  estimated  acreage 
of  the  present  year  seems  to  show  an  increase  over  the  rough  estimate  of  the 
total  acreage  for  the  preceding, year ,  which  is  placed  at  approximately 
22,431,000  acres  of  which  20,657,000  acres  were  in  grain  crops,  as  reported  "by 
the  Central  Statistical  Bureau,  and  1,774,000  acres  in  sunflower,  the  highest 
estimate  for  this  crop  among  those  given  in  the  article  reviewed. 

Of  the  total  1926  groin  acreage  of  20,657,000  acres ■ as- reported  by  the 
Central  Statistical  Bureau,  jfo  is  unspecified,  58$  was  sown  under  wheat, 
15$  to  barley,  10fc  to  corn  and  the  remaining  10$  to  rye,  oats,  buckwheat 
and  millet.     The  1926  grain  acreage  of  North  Caucasus  constituted  a  little 
over  3fo  of  the  total,  grain  acreage  of  Union  of  Socialist  Soviet  Republics  for 
the  period,  .  . 

A  considerable  increase  of  acreage  under  sown  forage  grasses  is  expects, 
this  year.     The  efforts  to  improve  the  agricultural  methods  by  introducing  the 
so  called  many  field  system  of  rotation  of  crops  is  "beginning  to  give  Tesults, 
It  was  adopted  on  an  area  of  over  4  million  acres  and  it  is  proposed  to  extend 
this  area  in  1927  by  another  247  million  acres. 

A  number  of  measures  are  t.aken  by  the  government  to  induce  the  peasants 
to  increase  the  acreage  of  sunflower,  which,  as  pointed  out  in "Foreign  Crops 
and  Markets" of  January  10,  1927,page  39,  decreased  in  1926.     The  importance 
of  North  Caucasus  as  a  grain  exporting  region  demands  special  attention  of 
the  government  to  the  standard  of  the  purity  of  the  grain,  which  has  not 
been  very  high  in  the  past.     The  regional  agricultural  hoard  distributed  in 
the  fall  among  the  population  7,950  short  tons  of  pure  quality  winter  seed 
of  different  varieties  for  sowing, and  during  the  present  spring  campaign 
4,424  short  tons.     It  is  expected  that  this  year's  crop  will  give  some  90,000 
to  110,000  short  tons  of  seed  of  pure  quality.     Of  this  total  quantity  not 
less  than  35,000  short  tons  are  expected  to  be  used  locally  for  sowing  and  the 
rest  probahly  exported.
